1500 pairs of phone wires. If 
all the strands of wire in the 
cable were strung in one 
line they would measure 40 
million feet, Maloney said. 

The cable starts under- 
ground from the Palo Alto 
dial building at 529 Bryant 
street, crosses the Southern 
Pacific tracks near the Palo 
Alto station, across E] Camino 
Real and behind the Stanford 
Shopping Center to Willow 
road. 

Thence, the cable runs west- 
erly along Willow road to a 
point approximately opposite 
the new Palo Alto-Stanford 
hospital, where it cuts over 
to the edge of San Francis- 

quito creek. 

Up to this point, the entire 
installation runs underground. 
At the creek bank, however, 
it takes to the air, crosses the 
creek and runs on poles, along 
the rear of residential lots on 
the easterly side of Ambar 
way, to Oak avenue.

The mental, physical, social 
and emotional characteristics 
of the people to be served; ac- 
tivities which have appeal to 
persons of all levels of skill, 
from beginner to expert; the 
community’s customs,  tradi- 
tions, interests and unique 
characteristics and resources; 
satisfying activities for chil-

er on as adults; services which 
meet the needs of exceptional 
persons and special groups. 

The encouragement of par- 

ticipants to share extensive- 
ly in planning, conducting
